.  A  "l”bor  °fJho  casos  occurred  in  two  houses  whore  several  children  wore 

tti*  +°r  “*  **  aPP°arod  that  infection  and  in  one  caso  reinfection  could 
bo  attributed  to  a  child  returning  hone  for  a  short  period  or  to  fresh  unofficial 

evacuees  arrrvmg  in  the  house.  The  nunbor  of  casos  shown  in  the  table  relate 

suffering  fro  treatment  by  a  private  practitioner,  and  to  those  found 

suffering  from  the  disease  at  school.  While  special  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
schools  at  regular  intervals  it  is  impossible  to  eradicate  the  complaint  by  this 

?n?.and  lb  1S  essontlal  that  parents  and  foster  parents  should  exercise  the 
most  vigilance  to  p:.-e  this  endemic  disease  becoming  an  epidemio. 

The  numbers  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  has  shown  a  welcome  increase 

undL  f L  SUr6S  7  '  y?ar”  °f  a  t0tal  of  children  treated,  forty-two  were 

n  er  five  years  of  age.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Government  scheme  for  free  treatment 
will  give  a  fresh  incentive  to  parents  to  eradicate  the  menace  of  Diphthoria. 

3,  Air  Raid  Shelters, 


rpu  ^-£.prGblG^  of  shelter  hygiene  has  luckily  not  arisen  to  any  great  extent. 

The  difficulty  has  been  rather  lack  of  use  and  tho  impossibility  in  the  face  of 
pujlic  apathy  of  maintaining  the  places  in  a  fit  state  for  occupation.  No  shelter 
marshalls  have  volunteered  and  apart  from  the  strengthened  basomont  shelters  where 
the  householders  themselves  keep  the  places  clean  the  question  has  been  entirely 
s  e  ve  y  he  local  residents.  Visits  are  paid  to  shelters  periodically  and  whilo 
on  occasions  dust  and  rubbish  blown  in  by  the  wind  and  evidence  of  wrongful  use  or 
malicious  damage  needed  removal  no  scheme  for  regular  cleansing  could  be  devised  at  a 
reasonable  cost  or  indeed  appeared  necossary.  Should  ? shelter  life*  become 
necessary  however,  plans  have  been  made  for  the  cleansing  of  all  public  shelters  but 
co-operation  and  a  sense  of  individual  responsibility  in  all  users  will  be  necessary. 

40  Water. 


Tho  water  problem  for  Ludworth  particularly  and  for  Mellor  to  a  lessor  degree 
still  remains  unsolved.  Luckily  there  was  another  ’poor*  summer  and  Respite  a  largo 
increase . m  population  the  demand  for  water  never  exceeded  the  supply.  ^An 
opportunity  occurred  during  the  year  of  draining  tho  Upper  Devil's  Elbow  resorvoir 
c.nd  while  it  was  empty  Dr.  Ardern  was  invited  to  inspect  it.  As  had  been  expected, 
several  mooning  trickles  of  water  were  found  at  tho  foot  of  the  banks  one  of  which 

Pr!Te^0n  Gxaminatlon  t0  bG  contaminated.  There  is  no  doubt  that  these  trickles 
and  othors  which. were  not  discovered  are  one  of  the  sources  of  pollution.  Whilo 

*  possible  to  make  the  walls  of  tho  resorvoir  impervious  tho  cost,  tho  fact 

that  there  is  not  sufficient  water  available  and  that  tho  gathering  ground  is  already 
juilt  upon  would  not  justify  such  an  undertaking© 

5.  Centralised  Sla  htering© 

nef,fAreSUlt°f,th?,!;ivGstock  (Restriction  of  Slaughtering)  Order  1940  tho  Urban 
District  is  supplied  with  meat  from  the  dock  Street  Slaughterhouse,  Stockport.  For 
a  tino  after  the  inception  of  tho  scheme  inspection  of  the  meat  was  carried  out  by 
G  Inspectors  of  the  Stockport  Corporation  but  in  July  the  Inspectors  of 

ail  tho  Authorities  supplied  from  this  slaughterhouse  were  asked  to  form  a  rota  to 

1°  1GVG  StoG^pof't  of  this  duty°  0n  "becoming  aware  of  the  conditions  oxisting  at 
*  d  Slaughterhouse,  immediate  representation  was  mado  to  tho  Minis^-ios  of  Health 
and  Food  and  some  small  improvements  wore  made  but  not  such  as  to  engender  confidence 
m  the  future  running  of  tho  place.

ln^°ri0a°°it  v°  un'^0Gr  'cleansing'  squad  had  boon  rocruitod  and  trained  and  those 
ladies  dealt  with  some  fifty  heads  before  the  children  wore  taken  to  bilSts!
